One Version Saye It Puts on Us 
| Blame for British Failure to 
Cancel Alilies’ Debts.

| LONDON, Aug. 1.—The London Times 
| Says this morning: 
| ‘* There is reason tg believe that the

| of war debts. This note was drawn up 
| a fortnight since by the Earl of Balfour. 
me While its precise tenor has not been 
; divulged, it is understood to set forth 
; at some length the official view that the 
| debts, owed to Great Britain by the Bu- 
,Topean countries, are practically and 
jmorally inseparable from the British 
| war debt to the United States.” 
| The Times says editorially: 

“Should the note in substance reiter- 
ate the arguments employed by the 
Prime Minister in the House of Com- 
mons on May 381, we fear that it may 
produce an impression unfavorable to 
the speedy settlement elther of the repa- 
rations problem in itself or the connected 
question of interallied war debts. 

“The Prime Minister then rejected as 
inadmissible the idea that this country 
should forgive the debts dud to it from 
ether countries, while paying its own 
debt to the United States. In a word, 
he made remission or commutation of 
our claiths conditional upon the receipt 
by us of ‘‘a benefit not unequal to that 
| which we are prepared to confer."’ 
| ‘‘If Lord Balfour's note maintains 
this standpoint, the chances of an im- 
provement in the outlook are likely to 
be small. For at least ten days it has 
ewes an open secret that a Balfour note 
was in existence and that on more than 
one occasion the Cabinet had by a ma- 
jority favored its dispatch. Influential 
Ministers were, however, understood to 
enteMain serious misgivings both in re- 
gard to policy outlined in the note and 
the expediency of communicating it to 
the Governments concerned before an 
earnest attempt had been made to reach 
at least a preliminary agreement be- 
tween the Allies.” 

*‘The misgivings were shared by re- 


sponsible circles in the city of London, 
of whose views the Cabinet cannot have 
been left in doubt. Nevertheless the de- 
cision to — the note appears to 
have been taken last week and to have 
been confirmed yesterday. 

‘It remains, therefore, to await the 
complete text of the document in the 
hope that fears, which rumors of its 
character have inspired, may turn out 
to have been exaggerated. 

‘*It cannot be assumed that the mem- 
bers of the Government, who have 
taken this decision, have done so light- 
ly or without wetgning to the best of 
their ability consequences of their ac- 
tion. We trust that when the Balfou, 
note is read in America, it may exert 
a favorable influence. In any case we 
hope it will not be hastily judged.”

Miller, counsel for Receiver Francis G. 

Caffey, who cnargead that the trust 

agreement Ryan made with the Guar- 

anty Trust Company and other banks 
in 1920 was fraudulent in law. 

Allen Wardwell of counsel for the 
Guaranty Trust Company, during the 
argument on the motion, sald that thc 
banks would buy in the Stutz stock in 
order to protect themselves. He said 
the other collateral, which has a ready 
market, was worth only about $500,000, 
and that the Stuts stock would have to 
sell for more than $60 a share in order 
to clear off the Ryan indebtedness to 
the banks. According to Mr. Wardwell, 
the book value is only $25 a share, with 
a liberal allowance for good will. 

Counsel for the banka told the Court 
that the trust agreement had been made 
for the purpose of giving Ryan a 
chance to get back on his feet and pay 
his debts, and that it had given him an 
eighteen montha’ extensjon ef Bis Bank 
loans. The reason he went into Bank- 
ruptcy, it was stated, was that hé was 
unable to meet his current expenses. 

It came out for the first time during 
yesterday's proceeding that the largest 
unsecured creditors had subordinated 
their claims to the banks, leaving only 
about $500,000 in unsecured claims on the 
; outside. Mrs, Sara T. Ryan, the bank- 
rupt’s wife, with a claim of $2,860,000; 
Harry Payne Whitney and others, $1,- 
| 093,000, and Charles M. Schwab, $309,000, 
have permitted the banks to take prece- 
dence. Whitney and Schwab recefved 
certificates under the trust agreement 
whereby they would have shared in the 
surplus had there been any. The trust 
agreement provided that any surplus 
existing after the banks sold the col- 
lateral should be returned to Ryan. 

Mr. Miller based his argument for 
stopping the sale on the proposition that 
the trust agreement was actually a gen- 
eral assignment of all Ryan's assets, 
and that it was legally fraudulent and 
vold because it provided for the return 
of a surplus to the debtor after the pay- 
ment of certain preferred claims, and 
did not provide for all the creditors. 
Say Agreement Was Not Assignment. 

Counsel for the banks argued that the 
agreement was not an” assignment of 
assets, and that when li was terminated 
on July 8. the banks reverted to their 
original status as holders of Ryan’s col- 
lateral loan notes, by which they were 
entitled by law to sell the collateral 
they held to protect their loans. Judge 
Hand, in ruling tn favor of wwe banks, 
said that he was not deciding whether 
the auction of the stock was a wise 
liquidation, but solely the question df 
law as to the right of the banks to 
sell it.

EATEN ON BROADWAY 


Ambulances of Four Hospitals 
Race to Rescue as Scores 
Suddenly Collapse. 


INQUIRY ON AT RESTAURANT 


Police Seek to Know Whether 
the Food Was Tainted by 
Accident or Design. 


Like fire engines to a four-alarm fire, 
ambulances raced from all parts of the 
city yesterday afternoon to Broadway, 
between Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth 
Streets, where between fifty and sixty 
victims of blackberry and huckleberry 
ple were writhing in agony. 

Eight or ten stomach-pumps were be- 
ing operated at once in the Townsend 
Building at 1,123 Broadway and in 
nearby office. buildings. Nearly all 
those who were suddenly taken ill re- 
ported that they had eaten pie in a 
restaurant in the neighborhood. 

The police were so occupied mobilizing 
physicians and ambulances that the 
shop had closed and the cooks and pro- 
prietors gone home before the police 
could investigate to ascertain whether 
plaster of paris had been mistaken for 
flour, or wrat had happened,

The firat victims of iliemade pies 
sickened between 2 and 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon. Men and women employes in 
offices fell over on the floor or cried 
out in agony. Panic prevailed on some 
floors in the Townsend Building as one 
employe after another turned pale, then 
blue and began to complain of intense 


in. 
~< first private physicians were called. 

They administe emetics and sent 
for stomach pum The first physi- 
clans were hel y volunteer assist- 
ants among the other employes. But 
the volunteer assistants began to ow 
qualmish and queasy and the deand 
for stomach pumps outran the supply. 

Office after office was converted into 
an emergency hospital. Big buildings 
began to take on the internal appear- 
ance of ocean liners after the first 
rough sea. It soon became apparent 
that there was some far-reaching com- 
mon cause for all the agony. Never 
having heard: of a stomach-ache epi- 
demic, physicians began to. cross- 
examine the least afflicted of their 
patients. The sick ones told where 
they had had lunch and what they had 
eaten. They all had lunched at the res- 
taurant nearby. They had all had pie. 
The reasoning was simple this far, 
but then it turned out that a 
half of them had eaten blackberry pie 
and the other half had eaten huckle- 
berry. This was considered to exgnerate 
the berries and lay the blame on the 
crust. 

Before the eight or ten private physi- 
cians had finished tracing the cause, the 
casualties had become so heavy that 
employes were sent out for ambulances. 
Calls for help were repeated until am- 
bulances arrived from New York, Bel- 
levue and two other hospitals. 

All hands were ordered fo the pumps. 
Between fifty and sixtv had _ been 
treated before the last of the victims 
discovered their plight. Most of them 
left for home in taxicabs. The follow- 
ing are ten of those who were treated 
by ambulance surgeons at the Town- 
send Building:

With Harding’s Proposals Be-|

Ending of Rail Strike. 





Eastern railroads are standing pat 
against restoring seniority rights to 
striking shopmen and there {s no foun- 
dation for reports that they have as- 
sured President Harding that they | 
would accept his proposed peace plan. | 
This was learned yesterday following 
a conference of more than forty East- 
ern railway executives at the Metropoli- 
tan Club, Fifth Avenue and Sixticti: 
Street. 

Sentiment among the executives, it 
was learned, practically was unanimous 
that loyal workers should be protected 
and that the roads could “ break ’’ the 
strike within thirty days if the Federal 
Government kept *‘ hands off."" Figures 
were presented to show that the Hast- 
ern railroad shop forces had been in- 
creased from 88,404 to 97,000 in the last 
week, making them about 62.4 per cent. 
of normal, 

Because of the failure of President 
Hapding’s peace proposals to reach New 
York the conference adjourned without 
taking any definite action. Its mem- 
bers, however, will participate in the 
national conference today of the 148 rall- 
road Presidents at the Grand Centra! 
Terminal, at which time L. F.. Loreé, 
President of the Delaware & Hudson 
Raliroad, will act as spokesman for the 
Eastern railroads. 


Discuss “ Outlaw” Statas. 


The question of a settlement of the 
strike through the Railroad Labor Board 
was discussed, it was learned, and it 
is understood that a majority of the of- 
cilals were opposed to such a method 
on the ground that the Board had “ out- 
lawed "’ the striking unions on July 3. 
This action on the part of the Board, it 
was explained, justified the executives 
in their position that the striking shop- 
men no longer had any standing before 
the Board. Official spokesmen for the 
conference admitted that the executives 
were opposed to any rehearing of the 
wage question, contending that the de- 
cisions of the Raflroad Labor Board 
should be final. 

‘“We are going to protect our loyal 
men and cannot agree to any compro- 
mise on the seniority issue,’’ said Mr. 
Loree, who as Chairman of the Eastern 
Presidents’ Conference, presided at yes- 
terday's meeting. ‘‘ We have not the 
slightest idea of what the President's 
plan is, but I can say this that it has 
not been accepted by the railroads.

The Five Points in Harding’s Peace Plan

CINCINNATI, Ohio, July 31 (Associated Press).—Five spe- 
cific proposals for the settlement of the railroad strike are contained 
in President Harding’s plan, which will be submitted to railroad ex- 
ecutives in New York and rail union heads in Chicago tomorrow, it 
was asserted tonight by an official of the Railroad Shop Crafts 
Union. The official, who refused to permit use of his name, said 
that he had obtained the information from the rail union officials in 
Washington on Saturday. The five specific proposals, according to 


the official, include: 
1. That the employes will abide by

FULL RIGHTS BACK 


On Eve of Chicago Meeting 
Union Men Are Confident 
That Peace Will Come. 


BUSINESS MEN PROTEST 


More Telegrams to Harding 
Against Restoring Shopmen—

CHICAGO, July 31,—Whether the 
railway strike is to end within a few 
days or to continue indefinitely prob- 
ably will be determined tomorrow.

Gen. Lin- 
coln C.-Andrews, of the Transit Com- 
mission, and C. R. Vanneman, of the 
Public Service Commission staff. Its 
function will be to perfect the details of 
organization along lines suggested in

HOOVER TRLLS PERIL 
IN EXTENDED STRIKE 


Emergency Fuel Control Would 
Be Needed. for Three Months 
Even if Peace Came Now. 


NO OUTPUT IN UNION FIELD 


Washington Sees Possibility of 
Move Toward a Four!State 
Agreement This Week.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—The neces- 
sity of a speedy settlement of the rail 
and coal strikes, if the country is to 
escape the danger of a serious coal 
shortage, was emphasized today when 
Secretary Hoover declared that the Fed- 
eral organization set up to assist In the 
distribution of coal would have to be 
kept in existence for at least three 
months, even if the strikes were to be 
ended without further delay. 

It has been estimated that in order to 
supply current requirements and fill the 
cosl bins of the New England States 
and the northwest for the Winter, an 
@verage of at least 8,500,000 tons of 
bituminous coal will be required during 
the next few months. Apparently this 
cannot be obtained from the non-union 
mines, which at peak, with the rail 
strike settled, could scarcely be counted 
upon to supply more than 6,000,000 tons. 

There is no indication as yet that 
there will be any large production in 
the unionized fields, bituminous or an- 
thracite, if the strikes are continued. 
The War Department received reports 


today that a move lo open some of thc] 


strip mines and a few of the shaft mines 
would be made at once in Indiana, and 
that a special seasion of the Legislature 
might be called to revoke legislation re- 
quiring that miners be Hcensed. But 
it scarcely is hoped to obtain more than 
enough coal in this way to fill some of 
the current requirements of that State. 


No Pennsylvania Progress. 


Reports from Pennsylvania mines are 
still to the effect that litle progress 
has been made in producing coal in the 
unionized districts or in what is known 
as the “‘ twilight zone,’’ where the mines 
shift from time to time from unlon con- 
trol to the open shop. 

Another week may tell ai different 
story, but the Indications now would 
seem to be that produttion will not have 
been resumed on a scale sufficient to 
mect all of the nation’s needs.

among the members. 

Prices now have advanced five shill- 
ings a ton this week. Indications are 
they will go steadily higher, and con- 
trary to expectation, shipping rates are 
going up despite an enormous idle ton- 
nage. 

American purchasing agents here de- 
nounce the proposed pool, asserting that 
it is killing competition, is, hurtful to 
business and is unfair as American own- 
er who maintained a free and open mar- 
ket last year during the English strike.

A blockade of the Port of New York 
against rum runners has been“ estab- 
lished by the Federal prohibition au- 
thorities, acting in co-operation with 
customs officials, it was learned yes- 
terday, coincident with the announce- 
ment of Thomas W. Whittle, Surveyor 
of the. Port, that liquors having a mar- 
ket value of more than $1,000,000 had 
been seized in the waters about New 
York during the year ended June 30.

“It is the curse of our present gene- 
ration that too many of us professs the 
one thing and do the other.

Since the armistice the art of break- 
ing pledges openly or by sophistry has 
become a science. TNe consequence of 
such a condition must be either a fatal 
lowering of the general morale of the 
people such as unfortunately we wit- 
ness already in many countries or a 
moral uprising that in a burst of indig- 
nation openly acknowledges errors com- 
mitted pardonable enough after the heat 
of the war and undoes some of the harm 
as far at least as it still can be done. 


Praises England and Italy. 


‘‘ England and Italy are boldly moving 
in this direction. In the United States 
progress on these lines has been dis- 
appointingly slow. A few of our men 
have had the courage to speak out, but 
if we compare the attitude of English 
statesmen, men of science and letters 
and of_labor with that of our own—read 
their books and papers—we are forced to 
confess that it is time for us to wake up 
and speed up.

Prosecutor Krylenko Sums Up 
in Moscow Trial of Social 
Revolutionists. 


PRISONERS SHOUT DEFIANCE 


Four Women on List Marked for 
Condemnation as Participants 
In Plote. 


MOSCOW, July 30 (Associated Press). 
~The death by shooting of thirty of the 
Social Revolutionists on trial here, in- 
cluding four women, was demanded by 
the prosecutor, M. Krylenko, in an ad- 
dress concluded today. 

The prosecutor occupied eighteen hours 
in summarizing all the testimony 
against the défendants, and at times 
became so dramatic as to arouse the 
ire of the prisoners, who shouted their 
defiance in answer to his accusations. 

Analyzing in great detail the charges 
brought by the State, he said that there 
had been shown, link by link, the con- 
nection of the defendants with the va- 
rious plots charged to them, including 
the assassination of Volodarsky and 
Uritzky, Soviet leaders in Petrograd in 
1918, and attempts to kill Premier 
Lenin and War Minister Trotzky. 

Krylenko contended that the State’s 
charges, Including terrorist acts by the 
Social Revolutionists, the systematic 
robbery of State institutions, destruction 
of State property, organization. of up- 
risings among the peasants and assist- 
ance to foreign interventions, had all 
been conclusively proved, and that he 
was therefore justified in insisting upon 
death for all the principal defendants, 
except four, and several informers. 

When M. Krylenko reached the climax 
of hia speech, and in a high-pitched 
voice demanded the supreme - penalty 
for the welfare of the Government, the 
audience of several hundred persons ap- 
plauded, the handclapping continuing 
minutes. The defendants 
were not in the least taken aback by 
the prosecutor's de mands, Ivanova, a 
woman, actually smiling in his face. 

Hendleman, one of the principal de- 
fendants in the trial, replying to Prose- 
cutor Krylenko, declared that the evi- 
dence did not show there was any con- 
nection by the Social 
Party with the murders of M. Volodor- 
sky, the Bolshevist Commissioner for 
Press Affairs, and others. He placed 
the entire responsibility of the murder 
upon Semenoff-Vasilieff, the agent of

WEALTHY SON IN CHICAGC 


George Miroflawski Says He Once 
Was State Senator—Despond- 
ent Over Poverty. 


Weak from loss of blood from self- 
inflicted razor wounds in the wrists 
_ and bruised by a seventy-foot fall over 
the Palisades near Englewood, George 
8. Miroflawski, 65, lay on a cot in the 
Englewood Hospital last night and in- 
sisted that he wanted to die. He said 
that his son, a wealthy Chicago business 
man, had refused to help him, and that 
he was slowly but surely going blind. 
Miroflawski was found on Sunday 
night on a ledge of the cliffs along the 
western bank of the Hudson River by 

Chief of Police William Markham of 

Englewood, who heard the man‘s| 

groans. He had to use a rope to get| 

him to the level ground. According to} 

the police, Miroflawski had slashed his | 

wrists and then had leaped from the | 
cliff. The fact that-he landed in soft} 
dirt on a ledge half way down is the 
enly thing that saved his life. ; 

When taken to the hospital, Miro- 
fiawski insisted that his name was 
Burd. and refused to name his relatives 
or-give any reason for his attempted 
suicide. Later, he said he had come to 
New York from Illinois about a year 
ago. In 1881, he said he was a State 
Senator from a Chicago district and} 
that his father was of noble -Polish 
birth. He said that for awhile he had 
lived with his son, Witold Sigmund 
Miroflawski of 2,918 Milwaukee Avenue, 
Chicago, Treasurer of the Providers 
Life Insurance Company, and owner of 
the National Sweater Mills on Irving 
Boulevard, Chicago. He had explained 
that they had quarrelled and that he 
had come to New York. 

Without funds, he tried to get work, 
but he was hampered by his age and by 
the fact that he discovered he was los- 
fing his sight. Then, he tried to sell 
newspapers and took up his stand daily 
in tre vicinity of the Manhattan end of 
Brooklyn Bridge, but he was not suc- 
cessful. He said that on Sunday he de- 
termined to commit suicide. Crossing 
the river on Dykeman Street Ferry, he 
went to a spot about a mile and a half 
north of the ferry landing, he said, and 
slashed his wrists and jumped. 

The hospital authorities last night tel- 
egraphed to W. S. Miroflawski in Chica-

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HIS JERSEY CRITICS 


Market Commissioner Threat- 
ens Gardeners Who Assail 
His Administration. 


HE RIDICULES GRAFT CHARGE 


"Foolish Talk,” He Says, Adding 
That It Is Difficult to Trace 
Crookedness. 


Commissioner of Markets Edwin J. 
O'Malley yesterday threatened to ex- 
clude New Jersey farmers from Wall- 
about and Ganesvoort Markets if they 
continued to voice their dissatisfaction 
with market conditions here. He made 


this threat in the course of a reply to/ 


the charge by William L. Hundertmark, 
Executive Secretary of the New York 
Market Gardener’s Association, that 
farmers were compelled ‘‘ to trade with 
buyers under an antiquated system that 
reeks with graft and exploitation of the 
farmer-producer and puts an unneces- 
Bary economic burden upon the con- 
sumer.”’ 


» Although the gardeners’ association 
has members in Long Island and Staten 
Island, as well as in New Jersey, Com- 
misioner O' Malley asserted the majority 
were from New Jersey. The Commis- 
g@ioner said the attack upon him was 
for political reasons and in the interest 
of the Port Authority, ‘‘and we are 
not interested in that,’’ he added. 

Commissioner 0’ Malley said that three 
weeks ago 600 farmers, meeting in the 
open space at Wallabout Market, Brook- 
lyn, adopted a_ resolution expressing 

eir appreciation for his services in 
their behalf. This resolution Mr. Hun- 
dertmark had intimated was fictitious 
@nd that the Commissioner refused to 
ghow it to him. 

*“* Whenever he wants to see it, he has 
™y permission,,’’ said the Commissioner. 
* But Mr. Hundertmark doesn’t care 
to see me. I asked him, over the tele- 
phone, recently to attend a meeting at 
which I was to be present. At first 
he said he had no engagements for that 
evening, but when I described the occa- 
gion he immediately recalled other busi- 
ness, and did not attend.”’ 

In reply to the gardeners’ associa- 
tion’s charge that the presence of spec- 
ulators in the New York marketplaces 
increased the cost of fruits and vege- 
tables for the consumer, the Commis- 
sioner said the majority of farmers in- 
sisted that the speculators remain. They 
gre considered an asset in the markets, 
he said. Only last week, Mr. O'Malley 
added, the price of new ‘potatoes would 
have crashed to almost nothing had not 
some speculators made big purchases. 
They were selling, he said, for as low 
@s $2.25 a barrel and would have gone 
lower, but speculators pulled them up 
to $2.50. 

**“We permit Jersey farmers to come 
to New York and sell their produce,”’ 
continued the Commissioner, ‘‘ but if 
they are going to continue creating dis- 
satisfaction we won’t let them in. The 
Long Island farmers are satisfied with 
the way we run our markets and they 
don’t want any interference.”’ 

Mr. O'Malley charged that the organ- 
ization was working for the political in- 
terests. of Representative Amos H. Rad- 
ecliffe of Passaic and Senator Freling- 
huysen and in behalf of the Port Au- 
thority. The graft charge made by Mr. 
_— he dismissed as ‘“ foolish 

Only last week, he said, two men 
were discharged for dishonesty and in 
the last three or four years the number 
discharged was seven.

WIDOW REARRESTED 
FOR DEFYING COURT 


Mrs. Kate Ladwig Fails to Ac- 
count for Mother's Property, 
as Ordered. 


Mrs. Kate Ludwig of Queens Village 
for the second time was arrested yes- 
terday and lodged in the Queens civil 
jail at Long Island City because she re- 
fuses to obey an order of the Supreme 
Court requiring her to make an account- 
ing of money which she is alleged to 
have received under the will of her 
mother, Mrs. Mary Hermann of College 
Point, who died in May, 1915. 

The arrest was made on complaint of 
George Hermann, who for years was a 
restaurant proprietor here.

VIENNA, July 31.—A girl has been ar- 
rested in connection with a sensational | 
poisoning case which has been occupying | 
the attention of the Vienna police. 

Several days ago Ernst Stuelpnagel, | 
owner of a well-known publishing busi- | 
ness, his wife and two sons became seri- 
@usly sick shortly after having a meal 
@t home. Physicians discovered the 
poisoning was caused by a pudding 
Sprinkled with a strong caustic soda. 
Investigations, however, failed to dis- 

ose how and by whom the food had 

een poisoned and what were the mo- 
tives for the deed. 

Yesterday, however, a professor friend 
@f the poisoned family entering Stuelp- 
hagel’s bookshop saw to his surprise 
a girl named Militza Vukobrankovich, 
who was employed in an important posi- 
tion. The professor recalled that Miss 
Vukobrankovich had several years ago 
been implicated in a similar poisoaing 
case, but not convicted owing to insuf- 
ficient proof. 

He communicated with the family and 
informed the police, who arrested the 
girl. 

Miss Vukobrankovich, 
years old, is a member of a highly 
respectable family of Austrian_officials 
and noted soldiers. She attained a 
prominent position in the publishing 
firm by her intelligence and_ business 
ability and also became a friend of 
the family. It is surmised the girl 
tried to poison the wife of Stuelpnagel 
for the purpose of marrying him after- 
ward and that the poisoned ree 
was eaten inadvertently by the husban 
and sons.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. Jz, July 31.— 
The young woman who gave her ‘‘stage”’ 
|name as Pauline. Arnold and her “‘real’’ 
hame as Pauline Orr when she was ar- 
| rested here early last Thursday morn- 
ing, charged with the theft of an auto- 
| bile in New York City, gained her free- 
dom tonight. Her imprisonment in a 
cell at the Atlantic City Detective Bu- 
reau in City Hall was prolonged by legal 
red tape after the owner of the automo- 
bile found in her possession had. re- 
quested the local police to drop. the case, 
and after a similar request had been 
made by the New York City police, who 
furnished the Atlantic City authorities 
with the warrant for her arrest on the 
theft charge. 

The owner of the automobile, John BE, 
Orr, manager cf the Chamberlain Metal 
Weather Strip and Robbins Screen Com- 
panies, 129 West Fifty-eighth Street, 
was not among those who sought to 
have the young woman released when 
her case was laid before Edmund C. 
Gaskill Jr., County Prosecutor of At- 
lantic County, tonight when he returned 
from a week-end trip. Mr. Orr is a 
member of the New York Athletic Club. 

The woman was represented. by former 
Assistant Prosecutor Bugene G. 
Schwinghammer, who availed himself 
of every facility to hasten_the liber- 
ation of the prisoner. When Mr. 
Schwinghammer started to the office of 
the County Prosecutor he promised the 
young woman that everything would be 
done to spare her the ordeal of another 
night in jail. 

The former prosecutor did not disclose 
the name of any person who had inter- 
ested him in the case of Miss Arnold. 
But the rumor was current that influ- 
ential friends of the prisoner, upon 
learning of her predicament, which she 
insisted was a ‘‘ huge joke,’’ became 
impatient at her prolonged imprison- 
ment and set in motion the necessary 
legal machinery to place her outside 
prison walls. 

As she stepped from her cell Miss 
Arnold gave her keepers a happy. smile, 
and expressed her gratitude for what all 
had done to make her stay in the city 
prison the least irksome.

in Vienna Is Ascribed to the 
German Situation. 


VIENNA, July 31 (Associated Press). 
—Dollars rose to 42,000 crowns today as 
against 37,000 at the close on Saturday. 
The falling of the crown is ascribed to 
the action caused by the German situa- 
tion at the end of the month, which, it is 
said, makes a demand for standard 
moneys to meet foreign obligations. The 
publication of the new statutes author- 
izing new issues of banknotes is also a 
factor. 

Newspapers are defining the situation 
as a loophole for further issues of 
printed currency, which the Government 
has promised to prohibit. There are 
rumors that the Socialists insist that 
some form of bread subsidy must. be 
undertaken if prices go unchecked. The 
Socialist attitude is also blamed as a 
contributing cause for the fall of the 
crown.

‘The situation has got to the point 
where the Government either directly 
or indirectly will be compelled to return 
to a system of food subsidies.”’

Prisoner of Zenda’’ came to the Astor 
Theatre last night—and now Mr. In- 
8ram’s reputation as a director is in- 
creased and the public has another pho- 
toplay well worth seeing. For this old 
Anthony Hope story, so familiar lin its 
own original version and in countless 


imitations that have followed it, 
been. used as material for such scenes 
of pictorial beauty anad human appeal 
as Mr. Ingram, with the aid of his 
faithful cameraman, John F. Seitz, arfd 
a competent cast can make. 

At is needless, surely, to go over the 
story of “The Prisoner of Zenda.” 
Every one has heard and remembers 
the adventure of the Englishman in the 
Kingdom of Ruritania, who was the 
physical duplicate of the dissolute king, 
but his moral supertor, and who, im- 
bersonating him for a time, saves the 
throne from Black Michael and his fel- 
low conspirators, 

It is a picture that the work charms. 
Mr. Ingram’s scenes—with a few excep- 
tions—are as satisfactory to the sensitive 
eye as any that have been made. They 
have softness, yet they are clear. They 
have depths, and the spectator sees 
them easily. This means that they have 
unity and harmony. They are pictures. 

They are also animated. Mr. Ingram 
individualizes his scenes. He makes tell- 
ing use of facial expressions. He stamps 
his, people with meaning, even when they 
are only flitting through the action. 

But, it must be added, with some re- 
gret, that all this is said by one who 
sees many average productions, com- 
pared 0 which ‘The Prisoner of 
Zenda is a joy. But, because it is 
Mr. Ingram’s, and because it offers 
itself as something exceptional, it cannot 
be compared to the average. It must be 


compared to other exceptional films. 
And in this comparison one sees faults: 
For instance, it is needlessly talky, 
sometimes its action is not clear, its 
story runs roughly in spots, &@ number 
of its efforts at comedy are crude, and 
at times it lacks dash and go such 
a romantic yarn should have. 

Also, although much of the acting is 
excellent, especially that of Lewis Stone 
doubling in the two leading réles, some- 
times it 4s overdone. Ramon Navarro 
is often striking as Rupert of Hentzau, 
and occasionally too obviously playing 
a part. Alice Terry.is pleasing to look 
upon, but does not always give her 
character definiteness. Stuart Holmes 
as Black Michael is all right, and so is 
Robert Edeson as Colonel Sapt, if they 
must make the role a mixture of stern- 
ness and buffoonery. 

Perhaps, summed up, the chief fault 
with the picture is that it lacks con- 
sistency. Sometimes it takes itself quite 
seriously, and at other times it seems 
_to be jazzed un for the sake of an al- 
legedly democratic country. 

But if you’ve been seeing the average 
film, you’ll think it great, and even 
among the exceptional .productions, it 
can hold up its head.

Boston newspaper comment 
deal which sent Pitcher 
lan to the Giants was mild and 
strained yesterday.

GIRL ATHLETES 10 
SAIL ON AQUITANIA 


Team Representing United 
States Will Leave Today to 
Compete in Paris Aug. 20.

America will send forth today on the 
Aquitania the first eontingent of girl 
track athletes who have ever gone to 
represent the nation on foreign soil. 
They will compete in the international 
track and field games in Pershing 
Stadium, Paris, Aug. 20. 

Not only in athletics but in feminism 
dces their sailing set a mark. Before 
the war women were virtually strangers 
to the track and field, but in the -stress 
of conflict, particularly in Europe, 


‘| when womanhood stepped forward to fill 


the jobs left vacant by the departure of 
men to the battlefront, they participated 
im games to fit them for their more 
strenuous duties in industry. 

The result was that running, jumping 
and weight throwing became part of 
the feminine calendar, in addition to 
riding, swimming, tennig and golf. When 
international games were suggested to 
compare the althletic progress made hy 
women-of various nations, an invitation 
was sent to the United States, 

Girls’ goleges and .boarding schools 
took up the challenge. Instead of stand- 
ing on the side ‘lines cheering their 
brothers and sweethearts on the field, 
thousands of girls spent the Sprin 
training and preparing themsélves, no 
always under expert tutelage, but suffi- 
ciently well to break half a dozen world 
records when they went inte competition. 

The field was narrowed to interachool 
and interclass medts, then by numerous 
sectional elimination contésts, and finally 
two national meets were held, one in 
the East, the other in the Far West, 
from the winners of which thirteen girls 
were picked to go ta Europe. The jua es 
are positive that the thirteen are the 
best in the nation 

In the meantime, much trouble was 
experienced in stimulating sufficient 

| pubite enthusiasm to get the money to 
send the team abroad, with the result 
that nearly all the girls are paying their 
own expenses—cne had to borrow the 
funds with the promise of repayment 
when she leaves school—and some of

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THE TARIFF TANGLE. 


Senator McLean indicates once more 
the various bedevilments of the high 
tariff men in the Senate. -He returns 
to the delightful theory that the tariff 
means instant prosperity, and asserts 
that labor is crying for the McCumber 
dill. Since April the Republican 
friends of a ‘‘ protective tariff in the 
interest of American workers ’’ have 
been working at it, but haven’t made 
much progress, ‘‘ because of a pro- 
tracted Democratic filibuster,’’ the vil- 
lainous misrepresentations of the im- 
porters, and so on. The truth is that 
@ large part of the opposition to par- 
ticular parts of the tariff has come 
from Republicans; and some of them 
don’t want it passed at all. 

Sporadic revolt breaks out. 
talk about &@ non-partisan scien- 
tific tariff,’’ a thing that never 
Was and probably never will be, 
fs a respectable device for ex- 
pressing miscellaneous Republican ir- 
ritations against this peculiarly “non- 
scientific tariff. Senator McLEAN 
Says that it must and will be passed. 
Biome observers at Washington seem 
to be of a different opinion; but unless 
the Republican Party wants to make 
admission of its futility and its help- 
lessness, it must put a tariff on the 
statute books. The task should never 
‘have been undertaken, but now to 
withdraw from it would be party im- 
becility. In view of the multitude of 
‘amedments and the heated contest 
‘on some of the more intolerable 
schedules, the Senate has been no 
‘slower than was to be expected of men 
doing a job for which some of them 
have little heart, and for which a good 
‘many Republicans have only dislike 
and contempt.

THE MAYOR AND HIS BUSES. 


Mayor HyY.Lan innocently urges a 
@pecial session of the Legislature to 
enact a law enabling him to spend 
$25,000,000 for buses. That would be 
‘better than his previous policy of 
starting bus lines in an unlawful man- 
er, which Supreme Court Justice 
Cropsty said from the bench consti- 
‘tuted a ‘‘ menace to the community.”’ 
'In the words of the Court: 


As the action of the defendants was 
wrongful, and was known by them to 
' be wrongful at the time it was taken, 
the costs of the proceeding must be 
paid by them individually. It would 
be an outrage to require the tax- 
' payers of the city to pay these costs 
which are made necessary by the tn- 

lawful acts of the defendants. 

It would be cruel to assess on the 
Mayor the costs of all the unsuccessful 
actions he has brought. There is no 
law forbidding the Mayor to cling to 
his delusion that the greatest benefit 
he can do the city is to spend millions 
for buses, but he ought to proceed in 
the manner established by law. His 
appeal for a new law is a tacit admis- 
sion’ that he had no warrant for what 
he attempted to do. 

As Mayor he is entitled to respect- 
ful consideration of his plan to solve 
the city’s transit troubles. But it 
would little more than care for the 
natural increase in a traffic of two 
billion passengers yearly, leaving the 
central problem untouched. There are 
gingle subway stations which would 
approach the capacity of the buses 
proposed to accommodate entire sys- 
tems. How would the buses cross the 
elty’s water barriers? All bridges are 
now overcrowded, just as the streets 
are. What would be the effect on 
street traffic of adding to it $25,- 
(00,000 worth of buses? In all candor 
it may be asked if there is not a fun- 
damental inconsistency between the 
Mayor’s plan to increase street traffic 
and the extraordinary efforts neces- 


best. Nowhere else can passengers 
go so far or fast or comfortably as a 
nickel will carry them into and out of 
the island borough. The. bridges and 
tunnels and streets are the ‘‘ neck of 
the bottle ’’ which will limit the use- 
fulness of buses in this city far more 
than in other cities and far bekow the 
theoretical capacity of the Mayor's 
plan. Its merits lie wholly in his 
mind. The capacity of the subways 
has been demonstrated in fact.

PALMETTO REPUBLICANS. 


The ‘‘hurling’ of ‘‘ charges” 
against veteran politicians, especially 
when they are candidates for office, 
is largely formal. Ancient students of 
Mr. JosePpH W. To.Bert, Chairman of 
the South Carolina Republican State 
Committee and member of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, will be slow 
to believe that he, whose free neck has 
never been fettered with a collar and 
whose golden collar button has been 
almost as famous as the White Plume 
of Navarre, has substituted plain, ser- 
viceable brass for that aureate badge; 
but it may’ be that as he grows older 
his personal simplicity increases. 


Whatever be the fact about the 
bright metal at his neck, the Repub- 
lican Party of South Carolina has been 
dimmed and diminished under his 
sway. In 1908 it cast nearly 4,000 
votes; in 1920 but 2,200. Yet Mr. 
TOLBERT’S services are regarded as 
great and greatly to be rewarded. Mr. 
HARDING nominated him as United 
States Marshal for the Western Dis- 
trict of South Carolina. His quali- 
fications were narrowly and long scru- 
tinized by a subcommittee of the Sen- 
ate. Now Senator Drau has made an 
ample series of accusations against 
him. A year ago we were told that 
there was to be a White Republican 
Party in South Carolina and that 
former Senator McLauRIN was to sit 
at the seat of Federal patronage. 
That vision faded, but the irrepres- 
sible CoLz L. BLEasE, again a candi- 
date for Governor in the Democratic 
primaries, has taken tHe trouble to 
recommend Mr. To.Bert as “‘ tried 
and true.” es this flirtation with 
Democrats ad anything to the bitter- 
ness of Senator Drau’s indictment? 


Into the truth of Mr. Diav’s accusa- 
tions of the barter of Federal offices 
we have no disposition to enter. The 
utmost ease accompanies all these 
noble fights for office. A report of 
five members of the Civil Service 
Committee of the Senate published the 
other day said that it was charged in 
the case of a certain Tennessee post- 
mastership that somebody had paid a 
Republican committeeman for the ap- 
pointment. ‘‘ The fact is, no vacancy 
‘* will occur at this office until next 
** September, and the department has 
“not requested an examination.” 
There were other cases of the same 
kind. Selling appointments, discrim- 
ination against women, discrimination 
against ex-service men, are usual 
charges. It must be admitted, how- 
ever, that Mr. Dia wakens a new 
hostility to Mr. To_BertT when he 
states that ‘‘ it is shown by affidavit 
‘*that he had.a barrel of liquor at 
** one time.” 

What occurs to the unbiased reader 
of these charges is the poor figure 
that the Republican Party is made to 
cut when it is represented in South 
Carolina by a littlé oligarchy, whose 
duty it is to supply docile delegates at 
National Conventions and whose re- 
ward, according to a long and evil 
custom, is the distribution of Federal 
offices for its benefit. Not anybody’s 
personal turpitude, but the custom, is 
responsible. Not in South Carolina 
alone, but in many States, Mr. Harp- 
InGc has found little but vexation and 
an inglorious brood of ‘* charges ” and 
quarrels in the activities and ambi- 
tions of party bosses. 


A NEW*SALISBURY. 


Much importance is given in Eng- 
land to the choice of Lord SaLIssuRy 
as the leader of the stern and unbend- 
ing Tories. The name ‘‘ Die-Hards ”’ 
has been fixed upon them in derision 
and they have accepted it in quiet and 
good-natured defiance. It is really, 
of course, the remnant of the old Con- 
servative or Unionist Party of which 
the son of his father has now been 
selected as chief. This step is every- 
where taken as being in preparation 
for the general election which it is 
felt must come before the end of the 
year. Lord Sauispury and his fellows 
have been more and more pronounced 
in their opposition to the Coalition 
Government and evidently propose to 
detach their party from it as definitely 
as possible. 


They cannot have and do not pro- 
fess much hope of displayimg great 
political strength when the time comes 
for appealing to the constituencies, 
but are resolved to go their own way. 
Their course in setting up for them- 
selves is bound to have an effect upon 
the plans of Mr. Liorp Grorag. It will 
doubtless accentuate ‘his tendency of 
late to swing over toward the Liberals 
and the Labor Party. It would appear 
plain that if he is to attempt to form 
another Government he must seek 
support rather from his old allies than 
from the Conservatives, who now 
threaten to have no part or let with 
him in the future. 

The new Lord Sa.Lispury has some 
of the qualities of his famous father, 
but few of what may be called the 
showy ones. He has not the elder 


SatisBurr’s biting wit or proneness to 
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aloofness and is more fully committed 
to. accepting democratic rule as a fixed 
fact in England. He is said to have a 
good deal of personal tact in his man- 
agement of party followers, and to be 
more flexible than the Lord SaLispurY 
of other days in adjusting himself to 
changing political conditions. In what 
he regards as the essentials, however, 
he has made a reputation for himself 
as uncompromising. For example, he 
was consistently opposed to the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty, characterizing it 
as a disgraceful agreement with mur- 
derers. At a private meeting of Con- 
servative peers he strongly advised 
giving battle to the Government on 
that issue. He said: ‘‘ If we don’t do 
‘* it now you will be faced with a cut- 
“‘and-dried scheme over which 
‘* neither Parliament nor the country 
‘* will have any control.’’ The event 
has certainly established the sagacity 


of his judgment in that matter.

But many cannot afford to make this 
sacrifice, and the city should not 
make it necessary. It is little less 
than farcical to carry on classes with 
a constantly shifting body of com- 
paratively inexperienced teachers. 


The President of the Evening Ele- 
mentary School Principals’ Associa- 
tion states that it was necessary to 
reduce the passing mark to 49.5 per 
cent. in order to get a sufficient num- 
ber of teachers for the term beginning 
last January, and that even with this 
rating there were 300 vacancies in 
February. The total number of such 
authorized teaching positions was 
1,307, but they were filled by 2,411 
different persons in the course of the 
year—roughly, two teachers in each 
position and one of the two was gen- 
erally a substitute, for there were 815 
substitutes employed for one night or 
more. The point is well made that, if 
we can pay $6.50 for teaching Spanish, 
German and mathematics in the eve- 
ning high schools, we ought to pay as 
much for teaching adult immigrants in 
the evening elementary schools the 
language of our own land, acquainting 
them with American history and 
ideals, and inspiring respect for our 
laws.and institutions. If we are going 
to give these immigrants teachers, let 
us give them our best. 


GREECE AND SMYRNA. 


How seriously the Greek King and 
Government mean their suggestion 
that they be allowed to occupy Con- 
stantinople is hard to say. The 
Athenian press has been hinting at it 
for months past, and it may be that 
this is Gounaris’s idea of a brilliant 
political stroke to save the situation. 
It needs a good deal of saving; while 
diplomacy and the Anatolian cam- 
paign mark time, Greece is suffering 
from the internal hemorrhage of de- 
preciating currency and _ stagnant 
business. To destroy the Turkish 
army is impossible, even though the 
Turks cannot break the Greek line. 
To get any effectual foreign support is 
equally impossible for the present 
rulers of Greece. Something must be 
done; and the most spectacular possi- 
bility, which would insure the glory 
of CONSTANTINE forever if he achieved 
it, would be the recovery of Constan- 
tinople. 

VENIZELOS truly says that it would 
be ‘*‘ national suicide ’’ to try it. Con- 
ceivably, the Greeks might take the 
town, though in addition to the 10,000 
British, French and Italian troops in 
the garrison there is an allied fleet 
whose dreadnoughts would drive the 
Greek navy off the seas. Even if the 
garrison were overpowered before aid 
could come from Malta and Egypt, the 
Greeks could hardly hold Constan- 
tinople with hostile dreadnoughts in 
the Bosporus. And such an attack 
would be an act of war against three 
great Powers which could crush 
Greece in a fortnight. 


It may be that the suggestion was 
a mere diversion to turn the minds of 
European statesmen to Constantinople 
while Greece proclaims a protectorate 
over the Smyrna ‘area. Here the 
Greek position is much stronger. The 
territory is actually held by Greek 
troops. Nearly half the population is 
Greek. The unratified Treaty of 
Sévres proposed for this district au- 
tonomy, with a local Parliament, 
under purely formal show of Turkish 
sovereignty, but with the Greek army 
in occupation. The Parliament was to 
be permitted, after five years, to pro- 
pose a plebiscite for union with 
Greece. That is not very different 
from the present plan, though the 
shadow, even, of Turkish sovereignty 
disappears, and no provisions are made 
for the Parliament; but in either 
case the Smyrna district would ef- 
fectually belong to Greece, and Ionia, 
the birthplace of European civiliza- 
tion, would be brought back to Eu- 
rope at last. 

How long the Greeks can hold on 
nobody knows, but the Turks are un- 
likely to be able to dislodge them; 
7 of the great Powers can-en-

‘* Here we are and here we stay,” in a 
region where their right is at least 
as good as that of the Turks on ethnic 
grounds. This plan ‘has been under 
discussion for a year; everybody in 
Europe has known about it; and yet 
it suits the inspired press of Paris 
to. pretend astonishment and moral 
outrage. ‘*A terrible new war is 
abdut to break out ’’—what new war? 
The war in which England backs 
Greece and France backs, Turkey is 
three years old. ‘‘ If England wished 
it, there could be peace tomorrow ’’— 
but so there could if France wished it. 
The Greeks are a progressive race, 
the Turks are not, but it is possible 
to feel some admiration for both. 
Each nation is fighting desperately for 
something which it believes righteous- 
ly its own. The three ‘‘ great Powers ” 
who stand about and give moral ad- 
vice are willing to sacrifice anybody 
in the Near East, Christian or Mos- 
lem, in order to gain their own ends 
without spending their-own blood and 
money. If anybody shakes a re- 
proving finger, it should be CONSTAN- 
TINE and MusTAPHA KEMAL.

A CONTROLLER OF RESTAURANTS. 

In looking for a counterpart of 
Judge LaNnpis, WiLL Hays and AuGus- 
Tus THomas, the Society of Res- 
taurateurs is moved by something 
more than a desire to be in the latest 
fashion. Quite frankly their spokes- 
man describes the proposed executive 
as a ‘‘ shock absorber.’’ Throughout 
the country legislators have hedged 
about their business with regulations 
that, if onerous in the observance, are 
likely to be more so in the breach. 
The public has a right to clean codk- 
ing, clean service, fresh foodstuffs 
and reasonable prices, but the admin- 
istrative arm of the Government is 
ill qualified to go into such details. 
The restaurateur knows better than 
any one else when he is observing the 
law, and both as an individual pro- 
prietor and member of a trade asso- 
ciation it is to his larger interest that 
it shall be observed. 

Doubtless the Volstead act also fig- 
ures in the situation. Profits of the 
bar figured largely in the restaura- 
teur’s balance sheet. If the pro- 
prietor observes the law, he is obliged 
to raise his prices ‘for food, with the 
result of limiting his sales. If he does 
not observe the law, he loses some- 
thing, no doubt, in self-respect and 
much in the exactions of prohibition 
officers, whether they are grafters or 
good Volsteadians and true. Hotel- 


lkeepers who cannot afford to take 


risks have complained loudly against 


|a competition that is as unfair as it is 


illegal, and their grievance is shared 
by all law-abiding restaurateurs. A 
Landis-Hays-Thomas sort of person 
could do something toward banishing 
the teacup that cheers unduly. He 
could do much as a representative of 
the sentiment in favor of legally re- 
storing light wines and beer. Those 
who view with alarm the extension of 
Government control over affairs that 
were once held to concern only the in- 
dividual, or at most the locality, may 
find comfort in this growing tendency 
to adopt ‘‘ overlords,’’ “ benevolent 
despots,’’ or whatever they may be 
called. In reality thege néw executives 
express our ancient instinct for self- 
government in terms of modern life, 
the units of which are not so much 
local as occupational. ** Shock ab- 
sorber’’ describes their negative 
function, but when there is question 
of unwise legislation they have the 
power of striking back suggested in 
the old motto, ‘‘ Don’t tread on me! ”’ 
An ounce of such self-government is 
worth manv tons of policemen. ’ 


THE ARMY PLUCKING BOARD. 


While the Dickman board is pre- 
paring to eliminate from the army 
2,500 officers, from Colonel to First 
Lieutenant, the War Department is 
inviting the young men of the coun- 
try to take examinations for 1,700 
vacancies in the grade of Second 
Lieutenant. The layman is puzzled. 
He can’t understand how these re- 
tirements plus admissions will effect 
the reduction in officers which Con- 
gress decreed by directing that after 
Jan. 1, 1923, the sum appropriated 
for the compensation of officers 
‘shall not be used for the pay of 
** more that 12,000 commissioned of- 
“ficers on the active list of the 
‘* regular army.’’ As a problem in 
arithmetic it is baffling, for the War 
Department is supposed to know what 
it is about in calling for a great many 
more Second Lieutenants than West 
Point can supply. The bookkeeping 
aspect is not quite so difficult, for 
the pay. of a Second Lieutenant is 
at the bottom of the list. However 
the honorable discharge of higher of- 
ficers is regarded, a law of Congress 
must be obeyed. What the army 
thinks about the sacrifice of compe- 
tent men would be unprintable. It 
was with reluctance that the War 
Department prepared Circular 152, 
** governing reduction in the number 
of officers,’’ which bears the signa- 
ture of General PERSHING. There is 
a feeling in the service that Congress 
has not played fair with it. 

When the War Department explains 
that the grade of Second Lieutenant 
is almost an aching void a well-known 
fact is stated. Second Lieutenants 
may be inexperienced and may not 
count for much in the popular estima- 
tion, but they are the stuff of which 


future unaniere are made... The 


notwithstanding the reduction of of- 
ficers forced upon it by Congress, to 
call for 1,700 Second Lieutenants. 
The layman asks why officers plucked 
by the Dickman board cannot bé al- 
lowed to take the humble commission 
of Second Lieutenant. The answer is 
that most of them are too old. More- 
over, civil life offers them better op- 
portunities. 

The tragic thing for the higher of- 
ficers who will have to face the Dick- 
man Hoard is that the loss of a pro- 
fession will be involved. Many of 
them have families to support and are 
not qualified for another occupation. 
Undoubtedly injustice will be done, 
even with the best intention on the 
part of the board to be equitable. It 
has been well said that. Utysses S. 


!GRANT would have been condemned by 


such a plucking board in the slack 
period after the Mexican War, and the 
same thing might be said of other 
soldiers who distinguished themselves 
im the Civil War. GurLBERT’s recipe for 
success, ‘‘ Stir and stump it and blow 
your own trumpet,”’ is not observed 
by army officers. 


We are going to see officers dropped 
for all sorts of reasons. We are going 
to see them urged to ask for rettre- 
ment lest it be forced upon them. A 
certain number will have to walk the 
plank. Yet many of these officers are 
really qualified to shine in war. Con- 
gress, in its desire for economy, had 
a short memory and was arbitrary. 
No fault could have been found if 
reasonable standards of elimination 
had been established, but the War 
Department has no alternative to driv- 
fnmg officers out en masse. And 
it was known that in the process the 
amended National Defense act would 
be disregarded and rational prepared- 
ness would be ignored.

secede from the rest 
of Maine and set up a State of their 
own. That they are talking about it 
shows, however, that they have reasons 
for desiring the change, and these rea- 
sons, whatever they may be, perhaps 
seem larger to them than-do the several 
other reasons, eppreciable from a dis- 
tamce, for remaining as they are, an 
important and highly valued part of the 
much and deservedly respected State of 
Maine. 

Not so many years ago, ‘‘ the Aroos- 
took,’’ as it always was and still is 
called by its own inhabitants and their 
neighbors on both sides of the boun- 
dary line, was merely a huge stretch of 
land about as ‘“‘ wild’’ as any in the 
eastern part of the country, and the 
few dwellers there were credited by the 
other Maine folk with a peculiar rus- 
ticity and simplicity. That was well 
known to Mr. Howetts when he wrote 
“The Lady of the Aroostook,”’ but he 
treated the peculiarity in just the right 
way, and not at all as a subject of ridi- 
cule. 

All that is changed now. When it 
was discovered that the Aroostook ‘soil 
would grow more and better potatoes 
than could be raised on the same 
amount of land anywhere else in the 
United States, or in the world, pros- 
perity came to the county, and partici- 
pation in ‘‘ big business ”’ had its usual 
effect. The once interminable woods 
have been pretty well cut-away and 
large scale farming is carried on with 
all the modern facilities. There is lit- 
tle of ‘‘ wildness’”’ left in the Aroos- 
teok, and its people are just like the 
other New Englanders except that they 
are less dependent on Summer boarders. 


It took the inhabitants 
of Maine a good many 
a Matter years to make up their 

: minds whetherthey 

of Politics. wanted to cease being a 
part of Massachusetts. They took vote 
after vote on the question, and it was 
settled at last by a rather small maJor- 
ity. So, probably, the separation of the 
Aroostook from the rest of Maine is 
something to be done at leisure, if ever. 

The interests of the two parts of the 
State differ im some degree, but the 
difference is hardly of a sort to cause 
hostility, and the suggestion that the 
State capital is so far away seems to 
be a rather trivial one, as the longest 
line that can be drawn through Maine 
is only 225 miles. One suspects that 
politics is somewhere at the bottom of 
the separation movement. Two extra 
New England Senators would be useful 
from one point of view when tariff bills 
were under consideration. That is the 
larger aspect, but the local statesmen 
doubtless see large possibilities in the 
setting up and running of a complete 
State Government of their own, with all 
the deserving Republicans well cared 
for. 

While they are about it, though, why 
do they not aspire to the inclusion of 
more than a single county? With Som- 
erset and Piscataquis also taken in, and 
perhaps the upper part of Penobscot, a 
really large State, as States go in th 
East, could be constructed. : 


Incidentally, what does the rest of 
Maine think of the secession plan? It 
will have something to say about it, and 
the something may be emphatic.

The letter in today’s Times signed by H. K. 
Walder for the Laundry Board of Trade, in 
which he attempts to excuse the present ex- 
cessive laundry prices, may be convincing 
to himself but it is far from convincing to 
the consumer. The present prices are too 
high, and if, as Mr. Walder seems to think, 
they are to be maintained, the family habits 
will need reform and the home kitchen must 
compete. 

Why must a sheet be 10 cents and other 
‘flat work " in comparison, no matter what 
“system ’’ is used? And that question of 
‘‘ systems ’’ is interesting. One cannot name 
them all, for there is a new ‘‘ one born every 
minute.” We have ‘‘wét wash,’’ “‘ rough 
dry,"’ ‘« finished,”’ ‘* semi-finished,’ all with 
variations and a sliding scale of prices. As 
soon as the housewife gets accus- 
tomed to one ‘‘ system,"’ notice is given that 
a new or better system has been evolved. 

Who in these days ever saw a printed 
price list that was final? The prices are 
all either scratched or marked from “10 
cents up ”’ or never adhered to. 

No; the industry is not giving the house- 
wife the best service, and it is quite too 
bad, for the commercial laundry could have 
all the family wash if prices could be fair, 
loss eliminated and good service given. 

It would be advantageous if the owners 
could once pull together and standardize 
prices and systems. As matters now stand, 
it will be well for the home manager to 
know her laundry well, to insist upon money 
value for loss, to acgept no one else's 
sheets, &c., for her own and to demand a 
fair price, or let the old-time laundries com- 
pete.

After -Winter In Baffin Land. 


PORTLAND, Me., July 31.—Word that 
the Arctic expedition headed by Donald 
B. MacMillan spent the Winter in 
Southwestern Baffin Land and was suc- 
cessful in its observations in terrestrial 
magnetism was received here today. A 
letter to George F. Carey, treasurer of 
the MacMillan Arctic Association, from 
Assistant Director John A. Fleming of 
the Carnegie Institute quoted a radio- 
gram from G. Dawson Howell of Bos- 
ton, MacMillan’s chief assistant on the 
expedition. Mr. Howelf was especially 
trained by the institute for the work. 

The radiogram, dated July 27, said 
that all members of the expedition were 
well. The radio receiving outfit in- 
stalled on the Schooner Bowdoin, on 
which the party sailed from Wiscasset 
on July 16, 1921, had proved ineffective. 
The message, sent out from Nascopie by 
way of Fogo Island, Newfoundland, 
follows: ;

Observations successful; operation be- 
ginning November. Sixteen field sta- 
tions. No polar light photography; hope

DROP GERMAN RELJEF WORK. 


American Friends Transfer Their 
Operations to German Committee. 


BERLIN, July 81 (Associated Presg).— 
The American Friends Service Commit- 
tee, through its Chairman, Francis Ba- 
con, has formally notified the American 
Embassy and Consulate General that 
its Child Relief Mission is withdrawing 
from Germany today, in accordance 
with a decision reacned some months 
ago by the committee in Philadelphia. 

The Quaker organization’s operations 
here have covered two and a half years. 
Its work now has been transferred to 
the German Central Committee for For- 
eign Relief, which also will act as the 
distributing agency for the $3,000,000 
raised by the campaign committee in 
America. The mission is leaving suffi- 
cient food to last until Sept. 30, when 
the total amount handled since it began 
work in Germany will be 35,452 tons. 

The high point in the feeding was in 
June, 1921, when more than 1,000,000 
children and mothers were cared for. 
This number has dropped to 313,000, 
which is the average to be continued 
until the end of September. A large 
amount of clothing also has been dis- 
tributed. 

The business interests of the Quakers 
will be taken care of in Germany by 
Gilbert MacMaster of Qhio, who has 
been charged with facilitating the travel 
of their relief workers to Russia and 
elsewhere. The mission bade farewell 
to the German officials recently at an 
informal tea given. by President Ebert. 

Mr. Bacon will sail for the United 
States next Wednesday. Most of the 
other members of the commission al- 
ready have departed. 


RUSSIAN RELIEF TO GO ON. 


Hoover Says Sanitation Must Be 
Kept Up to Protect the World. 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—American 
relief work in Soviet Russia will con- 
tinue for three or four months at least, 
Secretary Hoover announced today on 
his return from New York, where he 
met with Colonel William N. Haskell, 
head of the American Relief Administra- 
tion forces in Russia; former Governor 


Goodrich of Indiana and other officials 
of the foreign staff of the relief admin- 
istration, to decide the future program 
for Russian relief. 

The major problem now in Soviet Rus- 
sia, since the famine has been broken, 
Mr. Hoover said, is a medical one, re- 
quiring the continuance of a program 
of American sanitation for the protec- 
tion of the rest of the world from con- 
tagion. 

‘Russia, from the world’s standpoint, 
is a cesspool of contagious infection,” 
he said. 

The lesser problem confronting Amer- 
ican relief work, Mr. Hoover declared, 
was the question of displaced children, 
there being about 1,000,000 children who 
have. been separated from their families 
as a result of the famine and who now 
are ,under the care of the American 
Relief Administration.

ENRIGHT MAY RESTORE 
TEN-SQUAD PATROL 


Will Lengthen Beats to Make Up 
for 100 Fewer Men—To 
Promote 62 Patrolmen. 


Police Commissioner Enright an- 
nounced yesterday that he was con- 
sidering the restoration of the ten-squad 
patrol system for the present nine- 
squad patrol system, which he set aside 
last April when the crime wave was at 
its height. Through the nine-squad sys- 
tem the patrol force of the city was 
increased by 600 men.

Victim of Acate Indigestion—

Frank W. Frueauff, junior partner 
of Henry L. Doherty & Co. and Vice 
President of the Cities Service Com- 
pany, died suddenly yesterday after- 
noon of acute indigestion as he entered 
his home, 1,069 Fifth Avenue.

battle over wool ended this afternoon | 
when the last of the tariff rates recom-| 


mended by the Committee on Finance 
were approved. The committee, as was 
forecast last week, was victorious to the 
end, all efforts by Republican insur- 
gents and Democrats to lower its rates 
being voted down as fast as the amend- 
ments were proposed. From the mo- 
ment the battle began until it ended, 
the committee lines held without a single 
break. 

Not once during the closing hours of 
the fight was the Caraway resolution 
mentioned. It calls for an investigation 
of charges that certain Senators who 
have supported the wool schedule will 
themselves be the beneficiaries of the 
high duties. The Republicans have not 
made up their minds yet whether they 
will permit the resolution to come before 
the Senate. The Democrats are going to 
let them have a few days to think over 
the matter and then, if nothing hap- 
pens, Senator Caraway will demand 
that the leaders give their reasons for 
pigeonholing the resolution. 

*“*I am going to wait a day or two and 
gee what happens,” said Mr. Caraway 
today. ‘‘ Of course I have no intention 
of permitting the resolution to be side- 
tracked without knowing the reason. If 
these charges that have been common 
gossip for many weeks are true, the 
country is entitled to know the facts, 
and it won’t be my fault if they are 
withheld.” 


Lodge Says Bill Will Be Passed. 


Republican leaders flaunted reports 
prevalent today that the Tariff bill 
would not be passed at this session of 
Congress. 

“This bill is going to be passed by 
the Senate, and that at the first oppor- 
tunity,’’ Senator Lodge declared. ‘‘ We 
are going to stick to it and pass it as 
soon as we can get a vote. 
that it might be laid aside or allowed 
to fail are absolutely without founda- 
tion. The bill will be passed and put 
on the statute books as soon as possi- 
ble.”’ 

The ‘‘ wool Senators ”’ 
seats today and stood by the wool 
achedule to the last.

The rates voted to care for the 
woolen felt trade range from 20 cents a 
pound and 30 per cent. ad valorem to 
40 cents a pound and 40 per cent. ad 
valorem, while fabrics out of which are 
manufactured garters, tubings, braids, 
laces, veils, belts, suspenders, &c:, were 
voted a rate of 49 cents a pound and 
50 per cent. ad valorem.

Some Republicans Avoid Voting. 


Some of the Republicans were ‘“‘ pur- 
posely ’’’ absenting themselves, it was 
said. The names of two were men- 
tioned as being absent from choice, 
their position being that while they did 
not wish, at this time, to oppose the 
committee they could not conscientious- 
ly stand for some of the rates that 
were being voted into the bill. 

To obtain a quorum on the knit goods 
echedule four separate roll calls were 
ordered. Finally the Sergeant-at-Arms 
was directed to round up enough Sen- 
ators to make a quorum. After a time 
he ‘managed to locate fifty-three, or 
four in excess of a quorum. Senator 
McCumber then asked that the order 
to the Sergeant-at-Arms remain in 
force until terminated by a vote of the 
Senate. 

The knit fabrics schedule was adopted 
by a vote of 36 to 17. Rates carried 
in this paragraph on hose, half hose, 
gloves and mittens are 39 and 49 cents 
per pound and an ad valorem of 35 and 
60 per cent., according to the value 
of the articles. On underwear the rates 
are 39.and 49 cents per pound with ad 
valorems of 30 and 50 per cent., while 
on outerwear the rates are 39 and 49 
cents per pound, the ad valorems being 
40 and 55 per cent. 

Senator Smoot, one of the framers of 
the wool schedule, Said the high rates 
on clothing were aimed at Americans 
who send abroad for their apparel. He 
declared there were Americans who 
wanted all their clothing made in Lon- 
‘don. ‘These men, he said, “ won't wear 
e pair of pants unless they can ape 
the Prince of Wales,” adding: 

“If the Prince wears baggy pants, 
they, too, must wear baggy pants.”’

Colgan on July 27 in which notice was 
served that Mr. Colgan’s connection 
with the Department of Public Markets 
would end the same evening. 

‘‘Did Mr. Colgan’s support of ‘ Al’ 
Smith.for Governor and his pronounced 
opposition to W. R. Hearst have any- 
thing to do with his dismissal?’’ the 
Commissioner was asked. 

‘‘None whatever,’’ the 
replied. ‘‘ That's all rot.” 

The Commissioner then explained that 
Mr. Colgan had established himself in 
the insurance business and that under 
Mayor Hylan’s policy, city officials were 
not permitted to have any private busi- 
ness which might interfere with their 
usefulness to the city. 

In Tammany circles Mayor Hylan’s 


statement and the explanation of Com- 
missioner O'Malley were regarded mere- 
ly as attempts ‘‘to get from under. 

One Tammany officeholder said the 
custing of Colgan was undoubtedly in- 
tended as a warning to other city em- 
ployes who might find it difficult to 
stomach Hearst or who believed ex-

candidate. é

Trustee Has Offer of $1,200,000 for 
Realty in West Thirty-Fourth 
Street—Affects Vincent. 


A petition filed in the Supreme Court 
yesterday by the United ‘Trust Com- 
pany, which was named as trustee in 
the ante-nuptial agreement executed in 
1911 by the late Colonel John Jacob 
Astor, his intended wife, Madeleine T.

The trust company asked permission 
to sell the property, and if it is granted 
the three parcels involved will be sold 
to Nathaniel Spear for $1,200,000, and 
the income to Mrs. Dick will be in- 
creased to $60,000. Mrs. Vincent Astor 
has an interest in the property because 
it will go to her husband upon the death 
of his former stepmother, and for that 
|reason an order was obtained from Jus-

The petition states that the ante-nup- 
| tial agreement provided that Mrs. Mad- 
eleine Force Astor was to get the in- 
come from the property if she survived 
her husband, and that she did survive 
him when he died April 15; 1912, on 
the Titanic. His will, giving the prop- 
erty to his son Vincent as part of the 
residuary estate after the death of the 
life beneficiary, was probated May 22, 
1912. 

The petition states that the premises 
consist of a six-story business building, 
7 feet deep, covering 22 to 26 West 
Thirty-fourth Street, and two four-story 
buildings, each 25 feet wide, consisting 
of Nos. 28 and 30.

SEND MORE TROOPS 
10 OPPOSE GREEKS 


British Move Forces Across the 
Bosporus and. Order War- 
ships Thither. 


LLOYD GEORGE OPTIMISTIC 


| Tells Parliament That Greece Has 
Reaffirmed Her Undertaking 
Not to Defy the Allies. 


CONTANTINOPLE, July 31 (Associat- 
ed Press).—The precautionary move-. 
ment of British troops across the Bos- 
purus to reinforce French forces on the 
Tohatalja line, thirty miles west of 
here, continued throughout the day. 
This measure is being taken in order 
to be prepared to oppose any possible 
violatien of the neutrality of Constan- 
tinople by Greek troops wishing to 
cross into Asia Minor to oppose the 
Turkish Nationalists. 

Additional British reinforcements are 
expected from-Malta, to be on hand in 
case of any threatening move on the 
part-of the Greeks. 

Yesterday’s conference of allied Gen- 
erals sealed a definite agreement be- 
tween the Allies to prevent by force 
any possible attempt by the Greeks to 
take Constantinople. The real danger, 
however, is belleved to arise, not from 
the possibility of an order to advance 
from the Greek High Command, but 
from the exalted feeling among Greek 
troops, whcse advance of their own ac- 
cord is considered possible 

The allied fleet has been -ordered to 
keep steam up in readiness. for any 
eventuality. 

The Turkish Minister of Foreign Af- 
faires sent a note today to the Allied 
High Commissioners bere, setting forth 
the Greek concentration on the Thracian 
frontier, giving the numbers of the regi- 
ments in the movement and declaring 
that five train loads of troops have left 
Adrianople for Tchortu and Tcharkes- 
sheir. The Greek\troops already con- 
centrated are estimated at 30,000 by the 
Minister. 

Tre note expresses the hope that the 


Allies will take all measures to prevent 
a violation of the neutrality of Constan- 
tinople proclaimed by the great powers. 


French Active in Planning Defense. 


The French have been especially active 
in getting the defense line ready to meet 
all eventualities. Advices reaching their 
headquarters are to the effect that four 
full Greek divisions are now concen- 
trated in Thrace with the Greek Gen- 
eral Staff at Cherkes Keui, thirty miles 
west of the town of Tchatalja. 

News of the proclamation issued at 
Smyrna declaring the independence of | 
the Greek-octupied areas in Asia Minor | 
is interpreted here as a prelude to the 





eomplete evacuation of the occupfed ter- 


ritories by the Greeks,. the military 
‘demonstration in Thrace’ being. looked 
upon as merely a diversion. 

Major Gen. Charles V. F. Townshend, 
commander of the British troops which 
surrendered to the Turks at Kut-el- 
Amara in the campaign for Bagdad, 
who was reported_recently to be on a 
private mission to Angora, is quoted in 
an Angora message as having declared 
before leaving the Turkish Nationalist 
capital yesterday that a speedy peace 
between Turkey and Greece would be 
possible if the Greeks should immedi- 
ately evacuate Asia Minor. If this terri- 
tory were returned to Turkey, he de- 
clared, all other points could easily be 
settled. 

General Townshend expressed his con- 
viction that a serious situation would 
ensue if the peace negotiations failed. 


Special dispatches from London in May 
reported that the British Government 
had refused to give General Townshend 
a passport to visit Turkey because, it 
was believed, the hero of Kut intended 
to deliver pro-Turkish speches, as he 
was said strongly to favor the Turkish 
side of the argument with Greece. Gen- 
eral Townshend, since his retirement 
from the army, has been elected a mem- 
ber of Parliament: It was he who pre- 
sented the Turkish armistice proposals 
at the'close of the war, the Turks who 
had held him a prisoner after the capture 
of Kut allowing him to go to London 
on parole to make known the Turkish 
capitulation proposals. 


Lloyd George’s Reassuring Speech. 


LONDON, July 31 (Associated Press.) 
—The action of Greece in threatening to 
march on Constantincple and in pro- 
claiming autonomy for Smyrna and its 
hinterland has again forced the difficult 
Near Eastern problem to the forefront 
in diplomacy. 

Premier Lloyd George in an important 
statement to Parliament today was able 
to give reassuring information concern- 
ing the crisis, to the effect that Greece 


had reaffirmed her previous undertak- 
ing not to invade the neutral zone, in- 
cluding Constantigople, without the 
consent of the Alliés. The Premier ex- 
pressed the opinion that the motive for 
the Greek action was to expedite a set- 
tlement of the Near Bastern question.

4,600 Allied’ Troops in Constantinople. 
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PARIS, July 31.—The total number of 
allied troops at Constantinople who can 
be called upon to resist the Greek Army 
if an attempt is made to seize the city 
is 4,600. Of these 600 are Italians and 
the rest French and British. Already 
it is reported here that. Genefal Sir 
Charles Harrington, who !s in command, 


has taken up a. position along. the 
Tchatalja line with every available 
man, and that the Royal. Sussex Regi- 
ment has been dispatched from Malta 
to reinforce the Constantinople garrison. 

One of the greatest difficulties the al- 
lied commander has to contend with is 
that he cannot spare all his men, or even 
more than half of them, for the defense 
of the city, as a considerable number 
is needed within -the city itself to pre- 
vent an outbreak of rioting between the 
Greek and Turkish elements.. The situa- 
tion is. therefore regarded as certain to 
become extremely critical should the 
Greek forces now massing at Rodosto be 
ordered to advance. The only effective 
guard wliiich the.Allies have is in the 
British fleet, which can cut off com- 
munications with both Thrace and Asia 
Minor and, if necessary, make a threat- 
ening demonstration off Athens. That 
is what the French are urgently de- 
manding, but so far as information can 
be obtained here all initiative for the 
protection of Constantinople is being 
left to the Allied High Commissioners 
there, and the Governments have taken 
no action beyond warnings stnt to the 
Greek Government.

GREECE PROCLAIMS 


SMYRNA PROTECTORATE 


To Be Called ‘Occidental Asia 
Minor’ — Moslem Smyrniots 
Said to Welcome It. 


SMYRNA, July 30 (Associated Press). 
—A proclamation announcing the estab- 
lishment of a régime of self-govern- 
ment for the regions in Asia Minor 
occupied by the Greeks was issued to- 


day by M. Stergiades, Greek High Com- 
missioner. 

The proclamation states that the new 
régime is in conformity with the: prin- 
ciples recognized by the Entente allies 
during the World War and decrees a 
Greek protectorate over the specified 
territories. The populations of the oc- 
cupied regions, regardless of their racial 
or religious affiliations, are invited to 
participate in the administration of the 
ee by the creation of’ local coun- 
cils. 

A civic guard, composed of local ele- 
ments, is to be entrusted with the task 
of maintaining law. and order in the 
interior, the Greek army being responsi- 
ble for the defense and protection of 
the country against any external enemy. 

No provision is meade. for the crea- 
tion of a local Parliament, but several 
clauses of the proclamation deal with 
the protection of.the interests of for- 
eigners.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—The Greek 
Legation today received official word 
from M. Stergiades, the High Commis- 
sioner of Greece in Smyrna, relative to 
the Greek proclamation of an autorlo- 
mous ‘and -indépendent -St/ite with 
Smyrna as it capital, to be known as 
Occidental Asia Minor and embracing 
the regions in Asia Minor occupied by 
the Greek military forces, including the 
Province of Smyrna and certain parts of 
Western Asia Minor inhabited princi- 
pally by Greeks, Circassians, Armenians 
and Jews. 

A proclamation announcing the coming 
into being of the new political entity was 
published in the press of Smyrna yester- 
day, in several languages, and posters 
were pasted on billboards and handbills 
distributed with the same announce- 
ment, printed in the Turkish and Greek 
languages. 

After reporting the proclamation of the 
new régime, the cablegram to the lega- 
tion goes on to say that it caused ‘‘ much 
enthusiasm among al! the inhabitants, 
without distinction of race or religion, 
and especially among the Mussulmans.”’

Free Staters Close In on Kilmallock. 
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LIMERICK, July 31.—The national 
posts in the Kilmallock area have been 
pushed close to the town but éxcept- 
for sniping no engagement has deével- 
oped. The people continue to leave the 
town and the irregulars have been 
busily strengthening their defenses, 

Estimates of the number of mutineers 
in and around Kilmallock vary from 
200 to 500. Their commander seems to 
be a man of more than average mili- 
tary capacity, to judge from the dispo- 
sitions he has made of his forces. So 
far as can be detected good use has 
been made of the heights dominating 
the town for the placing of concealed 
posts. 

In Limerick last night there were sev- 
eral sharp bursts of rifle fire, some 
snipers taking advantage of the dark- 
ness to attack sentries posted in the 
city. 

I have received definite information 
that Eamon de Valera is in Clonmel. A 
visitor who left the town during the 
week-end says he is a familiar figure in 
the streets of the town, which is now the 
headquarters of the irregulars. ; 

“He is usually in a car with an armed 
man beside him,’’,said my infornitfit. 
“He wears a cloth cap and a trench 
coat over some sort of uniform. He has 
not discarded his horn-rimmed glasses.’’ 

The bridges around Clonmel are all- 
mined, but, except for an occasional tree 
and an isolated mine, the roads are 
fairly clear. 


Attack in Mid-Tipperary. 


DUBLIN, July 31 (Associated Press). 
—A message received late tonight sug- 
gests that the expected attack on Kil- 
mallock had not commenced, but fight- 
ing was-reported in mid-Tipperary, indi- 
cating that the Free Staters are launch- 
ing an attack on the central position of 
the irregulars. 

Among the eighteen irregulars cap- 
tured by the National Army after last 
Friday night’s ambush of Government 
troops near Maryboro dum-dum and 
explosive bullets were found, says the 


official report of the affair. The Na- 
tionals lost two Colonels and five sol- 
diers killed and seven wounded in the 
ambush and in the fighting which fol- 
lowed after reinforcements for the Free 
Staters came up. 

In view of the complaints of distress 
and inconvenience sent to the Free State 
Government because military prisoners 
are not being allowed parole except for 
medical reasons, it was stated today 
that the Government’s purpose is the 
securing of public safety, and therefore 
it was absurd that prisoners refusing 
to gpledge non-interference should be 
paroled for their own convenience. A 
prisoner ts required to sign the follow- 
ing pledge before the question of his re- 
lease is considered: 

‘“*I promise not to use arms against 
the Parliament elected by the Irish 
people or the Government for the time 
being responsible to that Parliament. I 
will not support in any way any such- 
action, nor will I interfere with the 
property or persons of others.’’ 


BELFAST, July 31.—National army . 
troops operating on the West Meath- 
Cavan border today captured ten Repub- 
lican insurgents, whose leader, Harry 
Kilieavey, in charge of West Meath Re- 
publicans, is alleged to have issued the 
recent order that all men in uniform 
should be shot on sight. Among his com- 
panions, according to the message re=- 
ceived in Belfast, were some of the 
prisoners who dramatically escaped from 
the Dundalk Prison last week. 


BOLAND BADLY HURT 
RESISTING CAPTURE

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Country and Necessary to 
Situation. 


The Bankers’ Magazine has obtained 


from various well-known bankers their 
views of this country’s ability to con- 
tinue to make investments.in Europe 
while still providing adequately for its 
own domestic needs. Some of the 
answers are reprinted in part herewith. 
George M. Reynolds, President of the 
Continental and Commercial Bank of 
Chicago, says: 

“So far as the export of our capital 
is concerned, it is the same thing 
whether we make loans against long 
time bonds, ship merchandise on long 


time credit, or make loans with or with- 
out the condition that the proceeds. of 
them be expended in this country. 

“When it was proposed, more than a 
year ago, that we extend all kinds of 
credit to Eurcepe, the objections were 
numerous antl cogent. They were of 
great variety, but all were well summed 
up in the statement that, before we 
could do anything of consequence ‘for 
Europe, there was very much Europe 
‘would have to do for itself. 

“*At that time false leadership was 
sending American producers and Ameri- 
can bankers astray. The resultant losses 
were great but the experience was val- 
uable; it was invaluable. 

“Now Europe has been Setting its 
house in order. The situation has 
cleared, Not everything has been done, 
‘but we know just about what has not 
been done. We know the things for 
which Europe has a legitimate demand 
—that is, what she needs to start the 
business movement along a@ course that 
will lead ultimately to soundness and, 
perhaps, prosperity.” 

Charles A. Hinsch, President of the 
Fifth-Third National Bank of Cincin- 
nati, says: 

‘*In my opinion, if we are to do our 
full part in the rehabilitation of the 
devastated countries of Hurope we must 
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buy from them, so that they can buy 
from us, and by buying I think we 
should buy not only their merchandise, 
but also buy liberally of their’ high- 
grade securities, and by high grade I 
mean securities that have been thor- 
ously investigated by competent and 
trustworthy banking houses, 

“ Prior to the war Engiand, France 
and German were creditors nations and 
carried large stocks of gold. They made 
investments in North ana South Amer- 
ica, but the fortunes of war have 
ck inged the whole situation, and we 
now find ourselves instead of the debtor 
nation the creditor nation 6f the world, 
with the bulk of the world’s gold sup- 
ply os the hands of the Federal Reserve

*‘ Under the circumstances, I feel that 
there is a moral obligatfon upon the 
United States as a nation to do its full 
part in an effort to restore a more 
stable economic situation.” 

F. O. Watts, Predident of the First 
National Bank of St. Louis, says: 

‘“*It does not seem advisable, in my 
opinion, to attempt by artificial means 
to control the investment of American 
capital in foreign countries. Under the 
present conditions, 1t would seem that 
there is accumulating sufficient capital 
in the United States to take care of all

George S. Mumford, President of the

LOAN ARE REJECTED 


Four Offers Made, but None for 


the Whole Amount of 
$200,000,000. 


REGARDED AS A “FEELER” 


Several New City and County Im- 
provement and School Bond 
Issues on Market. 


The Argentine Government has noti- 
fied bankers here that all bids for the 
pesos loan requested for last Saturday 
have been rejected. Four bids were re- 
ceived. One of them was submitted by a 
syndicate headed by the Guaranty Com- 
pany, another by a National City Com- 
pany syndicate and a third by Blair & 
Co,. Inc. The fourth bid was in behalf 
of British bankers. 

There were no bids for the entire 
amount offered, approximately $200,000,- 
000. This was ‘considered by the Amer- 
ican bankers too large an amount to be 
sold in the New York market at the 
present time. It is the general belief in 
the financial district here that the re- 
quest for bids was merely a “ feeler”’ 
put out in the market, and that a more 
modest request for new proposals will 
be received later in the year,

FOREIGN 1 EXCHANGE

The foreign exchange market yester- 
day was featured by the decline in the 
German mark to the new low point of

ASKS NEW HEARING 


Cornvany Asserts That Supreme 
Court ignored Facts in Divorc- 
ing the Central Pacific. 


HOLDS. LEASE WAS VALID 


Pleads That Sherman Act Was Not 
“Intended .to ““ Subvert Titles 
Vested Before Its Passage.” 


WASHINGTON, July. 351.—Execution of 

the Supreme -Court order ‘requiring the 
Southern. Pacific company to divest’ it- 
self..of° Ownership. and control of the 
Central. Pacific Railway would give 
Tetroactive effect to the Sherman anti- 
trust law and ‘* create anew and un- 
tried condition ' ” in the management of 
the two. foads,: according to a brief filed 
today in support of a petition for a-re- 
hearing of the case, 
~No.action will’ be taken.on the peti- 
tlon until the court mects for its next 
term: in October. 
“Joint. control: and operation of the 
Southern and Central Pacific properties, 
counsel for the defendants, contended, 
had been in effect long before the law 
Was cnacted under which the legality of 
such control finally was. attacked. 

me If the present properties were dis- 
integrated after fifty. years of unified 
and uninterrupted operation,”’ the brief 
seid. “The effect’ would” bé ‘to create 


two managements where there has been 
but one since the origin of the proper- 
ties;’ andl ‘also to create a new and 
untried condition which has no proto- 
t¥pe.”’ 

Not only were: the two roads ‘“ built; 
@perated and controlled by the same 
persons,’ counsel argued, but the South- 
ern Pacific was ‘‘constructed as a 
continuation ’’ of the lines of the Cen- 

al Pacific, and ‘‘to prevent duplica- 

n,’’ and the “* build@érs proceeded upon 
the assumption that the lines would be 
operated together, and through the fifty 
years of their existence the properties 
have “hever been other than a unified 
whole, made up of integral parts, whieh 
Were the outcome of a normal, natural 
growth.” 

‘* It would be the irony of fate,’’ the 
brief continued, “if it should turn out 
that the unified control of Stanford and 
his .associutes was destroyed by their 

stock..sales,"’ (referring to the transfer 
of. Central Pacific stock; mostly .to for- 
eign investors),- ‘‘ and then find that 
the restoration ‘of this unified control 
By re-purchase of the stock was illegal.’ 

The brief objected to the use of the 
word ‘‘combination ’’ in the opinion of 
the Court in reference to-a ** consolida- 
hlon’’’ of two ‘‘ systems,” ‘insisting that 
the ‘case’ presented only ‘the building 
of integral parts of a property.” 

Nuiserous citations were given to sup- 

ort the alleged right of the Central 

acific, as a California corporation. to 
lease its property to the Southern Pacific 
free of restriction by Federal statute, 
the contention being made.that the lease 
was like many others made by Cali- 
fornia companies holding Federal: fran- 
chises to construct and operate railroads, 
which ‘“‘ have stood unchallenged from 
earlicst times.’’ 

Declaring it was 
of the Sherman law “ to subvert titles 
vested before its passage,’’ the brief 
presented an exhaustive argument to 
support the contention that. the lease 
ef the Central Pacific to the Southern 
T’acific made in 4585 for a period or} 
minety-nine years ,was vulid, and that} 
the arrangement could not be interfereu | 
with. until the expiration of the lease. 

lt wag also pointed out that the purt | 
of -the opinion of the Supreme Court re- 
ferring to the disposition of the termi- 
nmals° on San Francisco Bay should be 
modified. or omitted, counsel objecting 
particularly to-‘‘the unified control ’ 
upon. which, it ‘is .asserted, the Court 
based {ts order for joint or common use 
of the ‘property by the two companies. 
Counsel contended in this particular that 
if the two systems.were to be divoreed 
the. Central Pacific should not be recog- 
nized as having equitable rights in mile- 
age-constructed by the Southern Pacific 
in legitimate development of its own 
lines. 

The Court-was requested, in the event 
that it would not hear argument why 
that portion of the opinion should be 
modified, that the terminal arrange- 
ments. be. cxcluded from the mandate 
when issued. 

we Fhe Federal Refunding Committee 

“was clearly coupled with authority,” 
the petition continued, “to make a set- 
tlement cajling for a guaranty -by the 
Southern Pacific -predicated upon its 
Position as lessee, inasmuch as such a 
Settlement was in line with what had 
always been regarded in Congress as 
practically indispensable to refunding.”’ 

The. opinion of the court, the petition 
paid, ‘*‘fails to do justice to the moral 
or legal aspects of our case under tbe 
scttlement,”’ in that it leaves out of 
consideration. governmental action from 
1885 to 1898 ‘‘ indispensable to a svund 
interpretation of the powers conferred 
upon the (refunding) commission and 
the settlement made by it.”’ 

The opinion also ‘‘ ignores the lease as 
the predicate’ upon which the guaranty 
Was requested and given,’’ the petition 
aseerted, claiming that it ‘‘ assumes 
that the commission did not..request.but 
merely, unresistingly, appointed the 
guaranty.”’ 

The decision of the court is further 
criticised on -the ground. that “‘ it -ig- 
nores the fact that without the guarantee 
the Government could not have-obtained 
payment of the debt’; also that ‘‘it 
, takes no account of the fact that with- 
out the concurrence of the Southern 
Pacific thy Central Pacific could not 
have complied with the terms of the 
agreement of settlement which required 
the lease of the Southern Pacific to be 
subordinated to the bonds issued by. the 
reorganized cémpany,’’ and that ‘‘ it ig- 
Mores the fact that it was the first duty 
of the commission: to familjarize itself 
with the plan of reorganization and v9 
eatisfy itself that it was adéquate to 
insure the payment of the Government 
debt within ten years.”’

‘A heavy explosion followed by what 
sounded like the rattle of musketry 


emanating from the Long Island Rail-, 


road yard at Vernon and -Borden Ave- 
nues, where strikebreakers are housed, 
gave Huntet’s Point residents a’ scaré 
yesterday’. afternoon. The majority 


agreed that dynamiters, were at work. 
The police. tooik-this view and the re- 
serves from the Huttters Point Staton 
were interrupted at their 6 o’clock meéal 
by .an order to proceed post haste to;the 

orden: Avenue. yard, Crowds of the 
more daring residents set. out for the 
same point to see how great the casualty 
list might. be. 

Preceding the ‘arrival:'of the police, 
the observer would have. noticed em- 
ploves and officials engaged in a cerc- 
mony: which suggested the opening: of a 
peace conference rather than an «pisode 
of.a strike. In the-center of a group 
representative of capital and labor stood 
a -white-haired old man, plainly «em- 
‘barrassed over tributes which. were 
pouring into his ears. He was John ‘J. 
Domnelly, for thé last fifty-two years 
identifed with the Long Island Railroad. 
Yesterday. on. his seventieth birthday 
he was retired ‘and the occasion -was 
-marked by a ceremony in his honor. 

To let the world know something was 
happening at the yard, those in charge 
of th® ceremony set off the noisiest of 
fireworks,’ while an engine running 
along a.track exploded 100 torpedoes: 

Twelve other engines sounded their 
whistles until the boiler indicators 
reached the lowest point. 

The celebrators. were surprised to see 

reserves running breathlessly into the 
yard with clubs drawn. The police were 
equally. surprised to find _ no bodies 
strewn about and only peace reigning in 
at trouble ,zone... The police joined in 
congratulating the object of it all, and 
returned to the station house to resume 
their dinner. 
' Mr. ‘Donnelly entered the employ of 
the Long Island Railroad in 1870 as a 
window cleaner. Successively 4 brake- 
man, yard foreman. passenger conduc- 
tor and yardmaster, he was appointed in 
1883 general yardmaster, a position he 
has held ever since. In the days when 
the .Long Island ran its Manhattan 
trains to the Thirty-fourth Street Ferry 
he handled 270 trains a day. During 
the war he played an important part in 
handling trains carrying troops.

COTTON UNSETTLED 
OVER FOREIGN NEWS 


Weakness in Liverpool Brings 
Selling at Start Here—Cov- 
ernment Report Today. 


Cotton lost a dollar a bale yesterday 
largely as a result of European advices. 
Most of the decline occurred at the 
opening, after which lack of rain in the 
Western section prevented weakness. 
Actual volume of business was smallest 
in several weeks, every one waiting 
for Government figures at 12 o'clock to- 
day. The average guess of seventy- 
nine members of the Exchange was 73.4, 
compared with 73.2 a month ago. So 
many private reports indicated improve- 
ment that a gain over the last figures 
of 71.2 is looked for from Washington. 
Prices lost 17 to 22 points. 

Weakness in Liverpool had an un- 
settling influence during the morning. 
Though foreign prices were due to come 
unchanged, a decline of 30 to 40 points 
occurred. ews from all sections of the 
Continent arrested attention. From 
Greece, France, Austria and Germany 
reports either of an economic or political 
nature were more disturbing than for 
some months. An accumulation of hedg- 
ing orders, following foreign close on 
Friday, together with the expiration of 
July contracts there, furnished tore 
selling pressure than the market could 
readily absorb. As a result selling or- 
ders predominated at the local open- 
ing, in striking contract to MSatur- 
October began the 
day 20 points off, with later positions 10 
to 15 points lower. Absence of rain in 
Texas still remained a sustaining factor, 
so that prices displayed a rallying ten- 
dency after each slight decline that fol- 
lowed the call.

Correspondents generally re- 
ported conditions as better than antici- 
pated earlier in the season, with a plant 
vigorous and well fruited in most sec- 
tions. With estimates being raised in 
nearly all directions and economic con- 
ditions in Europe more disturbing, ideas 
on relations between supply and demand 
are undergoing a change at the moment. 
In a few days figures on the carry-over 
will be available, and in a few weeks 
more will be known regarding the size 
of this crop. With a large area needing 
rain, it is not surprising that operators 
have become cautious on both sides of 
the account. In the event of favorable 
August weather, it will sean kecome of 
the utmost importance wigs world 
spinners have confidence in ‘Se trade 
outlook or not. Once the new crs_ segins 
to move in volume, active mill buying 
will be needed to look after cotton 
coming ih. 

After being slightly cooler Saturday, 
weather in the Southwest turned hot 
again. Sunday eleven stations in Texas 
reported temperatures of 100 to 106 and 
yesterday 18 stations ranging from 100 
to 109. In Oklahoma 138 stations re- 
ported 100 to 105 yesterday. As long 
as these sections remain without rain 
operations for a decline will continue 
very limited in character. After the 
early decline, failure of showers to ma- 
terialize, with predictions of clear, hot 
weather for today, caused. sufficient 
support to keep prices within a narrow 
range throughout the day. There was 
some commission house and local liqui- 
dation on che part of holders who did 
not plan to go over the report with in- 
terest outstanding, but these contract 
had little influence on prices.

OF TRADE PROPHESIED

Reserve Bank Sees Signs of Pra- 
dent Policy Among Producers 
and Consumers. 


The monthly bulletin of the Cleve- 
land Reserve Bank reports of the 
condition of trade and industry that ‘‘ in 
spite of the fact‘ that the coal and 
rail strike have thrown industry out 
of joint for the time being, business 
continues to push ahead. It is still 
headed invthe right direction, but when 
the obstacles on the road are taken 
into consideration there is still quite 
a long way to travel before we can 
feel comfortable or happy. It is pos- 
sible, however, for forces within a sit- 
nation such as now confronts us to 
aid in.bringing about a _ return to 
healthy conditions, and such forces are 
now at work. On the one side the 
resistance of the buyers is still a factor 
in preventing runaway prices. On the 
other hand, manufacturers are finding 
the safe and sane method to fellow is 
the paring of production costs and ac- 


cepting smaller profits for the present. 
It is not to be expected that these 
forces will bring about an immediate 
reformation, but rather, by working to 
the same end, they will effect a grad- 
ual leveling of the price irregularities 
which now exist. 

‘There is an undereurrent in the 
letters from our correspondents this 
month to the effect that dips and ad- 
vances in prices are to be expected as 
a natural result of the changes caused 
by the war. One correspondent writes: 
‘Does it not seem inevitable that after 
such a drastic rise and fall as was reg- 
istered during ‘the last three years, the 
return to normal conditions should be

ANOTHER DOWNTUR 
FOR GHIGAGO WHEAT 


In a Market Weakened by 
Hedging Sales, the July Takes 
a Tumble of 5 Cents. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, July 81.—Heavy and per- 
sistent hedging sales of wheat, estimated 
by close observers to have been the 
largest of the season, carried wheat 
prices off sharply and the close was at 
net losses of 24@5% cents, with July 
leading, the latter going to a discount cf 
about % cent under September, against 
2% cents premium on Saturday. 

The prospect of an early settlement of 
the coal and rail strikes, with the break 
in foreign exchange, also had a depress- 
ing effect, and sentiment during the day 
was radically bearish, the only support 
of consequence coming from local and 
Bastern short covering. 

Rallies on the whole were feeble, and 
the greater part of the new was strong- 
ly in favor of lower prices. Aggregate 
arrivals at Chicago, St. Louis, Omaha 
and Kansas City for the day were 2,93) 
cars, against 2,293 cars last year, a Sur- 


prisingly good showing considering the 
rail strike. 

Numerous complaints of car shortage 
are coming from the Southwest and a 
settlement of the strike is expected to re- 
sult in a material enlargement in the 
movement, as farmers are selling freely 
and the country elevators have liberal 
stocks on hand. 

National Ginners’ Report estimated the 
total yield for the country at 826,000,U0U 
bushels, compared with 795,000,000 bush- 
els harvested last year. While there has 
been some damage to Spring wheat by 
rust, and there is apprehension of pre- 
mature ripening in the Canadian North- 
west, due to dry and hot weather, the 
complaints are not taken seriously by 
the trade in general. 

There was no export demand of con- 
sequence due to the decline in foreign 
exchange, with sales of 500,000 bushels 
of wheat, 100,000 of corn and 400,000 of 
rye estimated to have been made, while 
Chicago handlers sold 300,000 bushels of 
wheat and 150,000 of corn to exporters. 
Premiums on spot were 14@1% cents low-

In January 1922,the Western Pacific Railroad Company proposed a 
Plan for the Reorganization of The Denver & Rio Grande. Railroad whichit 
had arranged with the so-called Hammond Committee. The undersigned 
Committee was formed after the publication of that Plan and because 
we believed that Plan unfair. We are an absolutely independent Com- 
mittee whose sole interest is to get as much as we can for the bond- 
holders. We opposed the Western Pacific Plan, first, because we did 
not believe its terms were sufficiently favorable to the bondholders, 
second, because on analysis of the Plan our Committee was convinced 
that the cash and assets to be provided by the Western Pacific were much 
less than $17,500,000, the figure mentioned in the Hammond Committee 
advertisements, third, because it seemed perilous to the bondholders 
to place the control of the future of the Denver property in the hands of 
the Western Pacific without greater safeguards than the Plan afforded, 
and fourth, because during the five years preceding the publication of 
their Plan the Western Pacific Railroad Company — acting under a 
judgment recovered against the Denver Company — had obtained from 
the Denver Company, without effective opposition from the Hammond 
Committee, cash and assets of great value, some of which we are advised 
by counsel were not, as against the Refunding Bondholders, lawfully 
acquired. 


The Denver Company at our request has recently been placed in 
the hands of a Receiver and all legal matters will henceforth be inthe 
hands of the court, and it is now publicly announced that the West- 
ern Pacific Plan has been abandoned because of our efforts. We believe 
that the abandonment of that Plan is wholly advantageous to the 
bondholders and that the appointment of a Receiver clears the way 
for a reorganization. Whether that reorganization shall be as an inde- 
pendent railroad or in connection with some connecting carrier is yet 
to be determined. 


In view of the change in conditions, this Committee therefore an- 
mounces that it has extended, until and including September 1, 
1922, the time for the deposit of Denver & Rio Grande First and 
Refunding Bonds under the Deposit Agreement under which the Com- 
mittee is acting.

The manufac- 
turers, however, have kept closely to 
the volume of orders received, and there 
will be small chance of overproduction 
for the coming season.

What is said to be an altogether new 
style of featherweight parcel post 
laundry bag has just been put on the 
market here for use by school and col- 
lege boys and girls, and by actors, sales- 
men and other travelers who prefer to 
have their laundry done at home or at 
their favorite laundry. The bag, which 
is really a corrugated cardboard carton, 
is eleven inches wide, twenty inches long 
and five inches deep.

CAMP DIX SEES REAL 
WAR MANOEUVRES 


First Division Army Regulars, 
Under Cover of Shrapnel, 
Take Target Range. 


REVIVE ATTACK BY SQUADS 


Women Among 2,000 Spectators 
Calm Despite Danger—Tanks and 
Smoke Screen Featured. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CAMP DIX, N. J.,. July 31.—In a re- 
alistic "battle demonstration in which 
genuine shrapnel ‘was hurled over thé 
“‘enemy”’ lines and real bullets enfiladed 
him from every angle from machine 
guns and rifles, the regular army 
through the First Division taught sev- 
eral lessons learned from the World 
Wer here this afternoon. The pupils 
were 300 or-more members of the Of- 
ficers’ Reserve Corps, who have been re- 
freshing their military knowledge here 
for several weeks and any one else who 
wished to journey to the Camp Dix tar- 
get range. 

The demonstration showed that the 
United States Army has developed a 
tactical system of its own by returning 
to its old battle formation, the advance 
in attack by squads. To demonstrate 
the new methods more than 1,000 reg- 
ulars supported by machine gun and 
artillery fire captured an imaginary ob- 
jective, in this instance, the target 
range, in less than three hours. 

About 2,000 persons witnessed the 
battle scene, including many notables 
in and out of the army. Mayor J. 
Hampton Moore of Philadelphia was 
the guest of honor. Brigadier General 
Frederick Gilkyson, Adjutant General 
of New Jersey, brought a crowd of 
New Jersey National Guard officers 
with him from Sea Girt. All journeyed 
to the camp range over a narrow gauge 
railroad and held their seats in the 
cars throughout the attack as a safety 
precaution. 

It appeared odd to persons who wit- 
nessed the scene that none of the many 
women present expressed the least fear, 
although informed that the artillery 
would fire over their heads. When 
shells from guns two miles away began 
to break in the distance over the large 
range, the ‘throng might have been 
watching a putting contest on the eigh- 
teenth green so little disturbed were 
they. 

The rat-a-tat-tat of machine guns con- 
cealed in woods near-by gave an alarm- 
ing portent of what was happening to 
the enemy from that quarter, while 
three wrippet tanks climbed over all 
obstacles and led an assault on the 
range already well-nigh battered to 
pieces. The configuration of the ter- 
rain was such that the entire action 
could be witnessed until a smoke screen 
shut off a section of the 1,000-yard 
front. The artillery and machine guns, 
of course, were well concealed, as were 
the stations of the various commanders.

Shortly after 2 o’clock scouts appeared 


jon the open field and drew the imagt- 


nary enemy’s fire. The scouts signaled 
dangerous ground ahead, take cover, 
and received the signal to halt. Platoon 
leaders recognized their platoons under 
the cover of woods and saw to it that 
their platoons were in the proper zones 
for the advance.

It was at this .point that the new 
formation was brought into play. Re- 
quests were sent back that the machine 
guns 800 yards to the left of the front

The wounded were taken to a 
dressing station constructed from trees 
in the woods during the action.

STANLEY DENOUNCES 
GROWTH OF BUREAUS 


Senator Gives Estimate of One 
Tax Eater to Two Tax Pro- 
ducers in the Country. 


Bpecial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—That there 
is a tax-eater on the back of every two 
tax-producers in the United States, and 
that there is a tendency in the country 
to infringe upon the rights of States 
and municipalities,and place powers 
that should: be held by them under the 
control of a ‘‘ hidden bureau ’’ in Wash- 
ington, were some of the observations 
made in the Senate today by Senator 
Stanley of Kentucky. 

The bill introduced in the Senate some 
months ago, which, if enacted, would 
Umit the publication of horse racing 
news in the newspapers, was cited by 
Senator Stanley as one of the results 
of the growth of bureaucratic control in 
this’ country. 

“‘I will cheerfully say,’’ said Senator 
Stanley, ‘‘that the able and capable 
Senator from Wyoming, Mr. Warren, 
the Chairman ofthe Committee on Ap- 
propriations, has made an earnest, hon- 
est and indefatigable effort, in my opin- 
ion, to curtail e nditures, and my dif- 
ferences with him do not imply that he 
is pnarticeps criminis in the abuses _ of 
which I am going to speak. 

‘* However, it is true that an analysis 
shows that the expenditures of this 
Government over and above the expendi- 
tures due to wars, present, past or fu- 
ture, have inordinately increased. I 
am not here to take a partisan advan- 
tage or to make a partisan appeal, for 
this is not due entirely to the dereliction 
of the party in power. It is due to a 
persistent growth of bureaucratic con-! 
trol, the increase of the personnel of 
departments and of commissions and of 
boards and of bureaus and of every 
other agency ever utilized or ever 
abused by a paternalistic régime. 

“There is more power today exercised 
in these marble sarcophagi by unknown 
experts, the politically controlled ap- 
pointees of whispering propaganda, than 
the courts themselves. The cost has be- 
come unbearable. It has been said that 
there are 15,000,000 pensioners on pub- | 
lic bounty, and if that is true there is | 
an office holder, a tax edter, on the 
back of every two tax-produters in this 
country. That situation crushed France 
and produced the French Revolution, it 
was the bane and the damnation of Ger- 
many and a like condition will enslave 
and bankrupt this country.’’ 

Senator Warren said that he had no 
differences with Senator Stanley in the 
matter referred to, but felt disposed to 
thank him for what he said.
